the secretary of the treasury. 


The debate lasted for five honrs^and 


was exciting to the verge of sensation 
alism. 
The administration was, in 


turn, assailed and defended, the major- 
ity of the speakers being severe ii 
their criticism of the policy advocatec 
in the president's message. 


Chairman Wilson defended the sale 


of^bonds to maintain the gold reserve 
as an act which the secretary of the 
treasury could not avoid, and he excus- 
ed the manner in •which gold had been 
procured with all the ingenuity of ar- 
gument at his command. 


The galleries were crowded in ex- 


pectation of stirring scenes. In this 
expectation those present were not 
disappointed. Mr.Hopkins, of Illinois, 
a republican member of the ways and 
means committee, opposed the gold 
bond resolution in a speech of great 
force and abounding in telling points. 


He declared that the president, in 


the knowledge that a gold bond "bill 
could not pass congress, had penned 
his suggestion for such legislation, not 
for patriotic but for party motives. 


Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, was the only 


member to suggest impeachment 
He 


stated that if a republican secretary 
of the treasury had made a contract 
with a gold syndicate such as that 
•which the present administration had 
made, the democrats would 
have 


demanded his trial. 
Vigorous hand- 


clapping greeted this expression of 
opinion. 


To give the best points of all the 


speeches would occupy too much space, 
but in a general way it was charged 
against the administration that the 
secretary of the treasury had made a 
private bargain by which a gift of 
nearly 810,000,000 had been awarded to 
a syndicate; that instead of selling the 
bonds of the government at the market 
price the president,through bis secre- 
tary of the treasury, had disposed of 
them at an absurdly low figure; that 
the president's message was a political 
document, and not intended for action; 
and that there was not tie slightest 
expectation on the part of the adminis- 
tration that congress would grant the 
legislation asked for. 


On the other hand, it was urged by 


the defenders of the president that to 
reject the gold bond proposition would 
affect the credit of the government; 
that congress, in defeating the resolu- 
tion, would be placed in the attitude 
of declaring that coin bonds were equal 
to gold bonds, and thus indicating that 
the tendency of the financial policy of 
the United States was in the direction 
of silver. 


The vote showed that on the ques- 


tion of gold against coin or silver party 
ties could not hold republicans or dem- 
ocrats in line.

MAYOR OF RING'S ISLAND.- 


Death of an Odd Character Who 


Well Known in Itlliioc rl. 


. Jack Ring, known for a-quarter of a 
century as the mayor of Eing'sjsland, 
died recently at his home in the middle 
of the .river, south ,df "St. Joseph, Mo., 
cays the'*St. Louis Post-Dispatch, He 
was the ruler of the settlement known 
as Ring's Island, and exercised control 
overall the , inhabitants. At one time 
he owned a greater part of the island 
and only leased the houses, but he met 
with reverses and lost all his property. 
De .died in a wretched hovel, sur- 
rounded by every evidence of poverty. 


Ring was one of, the most daring 


characters ever known in the west. He 
was an" expert swimmer, and in the 
last ten' years • has . saved hundreds of 
people from ( drowning in the river. 
Scores of people who -have jumped from 
the bridge with suicidal intent have 
been dragged out of the water by Ring, 
whose:home was.in sight of the bridge. 
In his boat he carried a hook, which he 


. fastened in the clothes of would-be sui- 
cides, ".'while he- towed them to the 
shore. 
This method was employed 


when he recovered dead bodites from 
the river, iind few of them floated by. 
the island unseen by Ring. The popu- 
lation of the island is made up. of crim- 
inal classes of the lowest kind. The 
island is -under the control of the city, 
and is patrolled by the police, but there 
have been times when- it was ^danger- 
ous for officers of the law to venture 
upon it except in large numbers. 
Ring 


' was not' a criminal, but he associated 
with themV and -could control them far 
better than the police: - 


'One of Ring's most daring feats was 


to climb to the top of the highest church 
steeple in the city and hang head down- 
ward for an hour. He frequently swam 
the river when. the stream was so high 
that no other swimmer would venture 
into it. . Last winter he went into the 
stream when it was full of floating ice 
and rescued a. German coUarmaker. who 
Jhad plunged from the bridge to die. 
Ring dragged the man by the -hair, 
dodged the floating ice, and landed him 
"nearly a mile below the bridge. ' The 
coUarmaker killed himself a few days 
..later by - taking poison. Ring was of 
small stature and his head was far be- 
low the medium/size; He had no edu- 
cation and was not a fluent talker, but 
it has been admitted for years that he 
.possessed a strange influence over the 
criminals and 
desperate characters 


with whom he came in contact. Ring 
had never heard of hypnotism, and had 
no name for the peculiar power he pos- 
sessed. 
A 'false, charge of larceny was 


once made against Ring by an officer 
who was probably envious of the little 
man's power to control the reckless 
toughs on the island, and -he was ar- 
raigned before a magistrate. Scores of 
the reckless characters from the island 
and other places attended the trial, 
and had Ring not. been vindicated there 
would doubtless -have been bloodshed 
in the courtroom.

at Cincinnati January 24th at 8 p, m. 
This route takes the tourist through 
-Kentucky, • Tennessee, Alabama,- Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana; thence, by con- 
nection with the Southern Pacific, the 
states of Texas, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona are traversed before-merging into 
the beautiful sub-tropical state of Cal- 
ifornia. But we will first notice the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
states along the route of the Queen 
and Crescent. 


Leaving Cincinnati one is soon rolling 


through the famous blue grass region 
of Kentucky, where beautiful women 
and fine horses have made the state 
noted from zone to zone. The country 
is picturesque in the extreme, not so on 
account of romantic scenery, but on 
account of the vast wealth and appar- 
ent happiness, with which, we might 
almost sayi the air' is laden. It is a 
noteworthy fact' that this section of 
the state is well up iu its facilities for 
obtaining education. 
Here we find 


some of the best col leges of the coun- 
try, 
though we are proud to know that 


they do not excel 0bio schools. There 
is a degree of aristocracy about the 
"Kaintucks" through this section that, 
while Ohio people may not admire it, 
it is almost sure to win their respect 


Next we come to Tennessee, a poorly 


and sparcely settled country^ when 
compared to Kentucky. Here was the 
scene of many struggles during the 
"late unpleasantness," and perhaps 
many a veteran recalls his memory; of 
that state with justifiable disdain. Tf 
he does, we really can- not blame him,1 


for even now, after a period of SO years 
the appearance of the country is any- 
thing but prepossessing. 
Probably, 


however, it made a better appearance 
before the war than now. If it did not 
we look with sincere pity upon its con- 
dition then. The point that command- 
ed our closest attention was Chattan- 
ooga. . As the ir-on...horse comes to a 
stand-still in the depot, as if to rest be- 
fore taking a fresh start, the attention 
is attracted to portly Mount Lookout, 
and ^ unassuming Missionary Ridge, 
about a half mile to the left. A tower, 
as if acting in trf& capacity of a sentinel 
to the surrounding country now graces 
the summit of Mount Lookout, and the 
scene is so quiet and sublime that one 
is loth to think that it was once the 
scene of wildest fury, and the target of 
a heated battle. The fog was quite 
dense, so that Missionary Ridge could 
not be seen so plainly as the former, 
yet the dim gray outlines showed 
where the opposing regiments were 
stationed. About a half mile north of 
Missionary 
Ridge is the cemetery 


where rests the soldiers that fell in the 
battle. A tall pole in the center, bear- 
ing the precious stars and stripes, for 
which they spilled their life's blood, 
reminds the touiist of the fidelity to 
home and country that flamed in the 
breasts of the boys in blue. Thousands 
of small and unpretentious tombstones 
mark their last resting places. Chat- 
tanooga is now a prosperous little city, 
sequestered between those everlasting 
hills, and, judging by its peaceful ap- 
pearance,-one would not think it had 
been the scene of such a mortal con- 
flict, between the mighty contending 
forces of the., north and south. Negroes 
are plenty. Some tottering with the 
burden of three score or more'winters; 
and we know full well that could their 
memories be directed to the past, and 
the fullness of their hearts be made 
known, theirs would be an interesting 
story. Tbey could tell of the extreme 
cruelty of some masters, and of the 
for- 


bearance and kindness of others; but 
perhaps, intermingled with their joy 
that they are now free men and women 
are pangs when 'they think that the 
days of the "old plantation," with 
their songs and jubilee are gone. 


- Alabama, like Tennessee, is by no 
means a prosperous! appearing state, 
that is, we mean the section through 
which we passed. 
Jf there are other 


parts of the state that redeem it, we 
are truly glad of it. 
True, the--e are 


some cotton plantations, which 
in 


the spring season may present a 
more inviting appearance. The princi- 
pal manufacturing industry 
is iron 


and coke; and a happy contrast ^rpm 
the sluggishly appearing surroundings 


was, 
that nearly all these furnaces 


and coke ovens were in blast. The 
soil has a red appearance, somewhat 
like brick dust, covered with small 
pines and underbrush. We were told 
however, that before the war, there 
some fine and prolific plantation where 
there is now nothing but brush and 
tall grasses, so there may be a larger 
sonrce of wealth, if developed, than 
the surface now indicates. 


Birmingham is a model city. 
When 


one considers its activity and business 
prominence with other leading cities 
of the South and then thinks that it

Water Works Clerk Tom Hall says 


that his office is no sinecure and that 
he does not have near the pleasant, 
easy soaosome people think he has. In 
his capacity as receiver of moneys due 
for use of water Mr. Hall comes in 
contact with all classes and .conditions 
of people, all of whom, however, are 
possessed of the single idea in common 
that they axe being robbed and they 
vent their outraged ieelings upon the 
de votedQiead of the clerk. This is one 
of-the ''pleasant" features of the office 
Mr. Hall says. Jnsti now Mr. :Hall has 
a herculanean task on his hands. This 
consists of straightening up the books 
—in bringing order out of chaos. 


Upon taking charge of the office Mr. 


Hall found that it had been run in a 
verv loose and slipshod manner, a hap- 
py-go-lucky style, as some would term 
iL There was little system, if any at 
alL in the method of keeping accounts, 
and affairs-were in such a shape that 
when a man was in arrears it was ne- 
cessary to look through several large 
volumes to get it, and then the clerk 
was liable to miss one or two hydrants 
if the customer had more than one 
hydrant. For instance': 
Mr. W. A. 


Connolley and Mr. Eobert Baker each 
own several pieces of .property at each 
of which they have a hydrant. Instead 
of entering all of Mr.Connolleyrs or Mr. 
.Baker's hydrants on a certain papre un- 
der their names, the charges are scat- 
tered all through a large volume- Thus 
Mr. Connolley'sname appears on the in- 
dex some eight or ten times, while Mr. 
Beker's name appears even more fre- 
quently. Thus in looking up an account 
it might frequently happen that the 
clerk would overlook one or more hy- 
drants Then again it has been custo- 
mary for the clerk to get a new book 
and index each year and transfer the 
names of each of the 2,240 or more 
water consumers to t-his book. These 
books cost some SS or 510. 


Mr. Hall has changed all this. He 


has tmrceased a book at an expense of 
some SlS, in which accounts of the 
water works with consumers can be 
kept for five years. He has begun 
transferring names of consumers to 
this book and, in transferring, is ar- 
ranging the accounts in such a manner 
that everything charged against any 
one man appears on a certain page 
against his name, 
Now when Mr. 


Connolley wishes to settle his water 
rent, 
the clerk can tell 
him 
in 


a moments 
time 
how 
much 
he 


owes. It is not necessary for him to go 
through all the C. 's in the index book 
and look at a dozen different parts of 
the ledger. In the old index book the 
hotels all appeared in the letter with 
which the name of the hotel began, as 
Biggs in B., Arlington in A., etc. In 
the new index books they will all ap- 
pear under the letter H. In this man- 
ner Mr. Hall has greatly simplified the 
system of bookkeeping and is endeav- 
oring to get the books in some kind of 
shape. Mr. Hall is a neat bookkeeper 
and espects to have the books so they 
will be a "thing of beauty and a joy 
forever." -
